‘Who’s who’ in eye 
care professionals

We rely on the three Os of eye care for examination, 
treatment of the eye, and prescription glasses. nner are 
the optician, optometrist and 
ophthalmologist. Each has 
their specialty and may carry 
over into all fields. 

The optician fabricates the 
glasses. They take the neces- 
sary measurements, grind the 
lenses to power and edge the 
lens to fit the frame and then 
adjust the frame to fit com- 
fortably on the patient. There 
is no licensing required for 
opticians in Michigan; their 
training can range from on- 
the-job to a two-year course 
in optics. 

The optometrist is a doctor of optometric medicine. We 
have completed a four-year bachelor’s undergraduate pro- 
gram and continue with four years of optometry school. 
We specialize in examining the patient for glasses or con- 
tacts and recognizing and treating eye diseases. 

The ophthalmologist is a medical doctor who special- 
izes in the eye. Ophthalmologists are required to com- 
plete four years of undergraduate school, four years of 
medical school, followed by three years of residency spe- 
cializing in the eye. 

My own road to being an optometrist started after gradu- 
ating from Charlevoix High School. I attended Michigan 
State University, earning my bachelor’s degree in physi- 
ology. I then attended the Illinois College of Optometry 
in Chicago, Ill. It is the oldest optometry school in the 
U.S., and in my biased opinion, the best in the nation.

Journal, I will be answering some of your questions about 
the eye, eye care, and new eye care products.

East Jordan Board of Education 


At its regular meeting on April 15, the East Jor- 
dan Board of Education heard a presentation about 
the school district’s ongoing participation in Phase 
Il of the North Central Association’s (NCA) accredi- 
tation process. Director of curriculum Teresa Hart 
facilitated the presentation, familiarizing the board 
with the NCA’s new accreditation requirements. 

“Phase II will.place a lot more emphasis on the 
progress of.each individual student,” Hart said, “and 
we'll be looking at software programs that will help 
us manage the information.” 

Hart also discussed the similarities between the 
NCA accreditation requirements and the State of 
Michigan's proposed new accreditation program, 
“Education YES.” 

At the meeting, board of education members ex- 
pressed their support of school faculty and staff 
members as they work with students to meet the NCA 


Phase II requirements. “Education YES” did not 
receive the same level of support. 

“Any accreditation program that places so much 
emphasis on a single test (the MEAP) favors 
wealthier school districts,” said East Jordan schools 
superintendent Chip Hansen, adding “while YES 
is an improvement, the state needs to continue to 
level the financial playing field before they apply a 
blanket accreditation system that assumes that there 
are no differences between districts.” 

Board of education members agreed that; while 
the two accreditation systems are similar, the 
school’s focus must be on student achievement for 
all children. 

The district's efforts to remain at the North Cen- 
tral Association’s highest level of accreditation 
would transfer, in part, to help the district meet the 
requirements of any state-imposed accreditation 


system. 


In other business, the board: 

«Heard an informative presentation on the 
Girls And Physical Science (GAPS) program, 
which was offered by Raven Hill Discovery 
Center and included several East Jordan Middle 
School students. 

* Appointed Sean Ferguson to the position of 
girls middle school track coach and Peter Elliott 
to the position of girls varsity soccer coach. 

+ Approved the bid of $24,500 submitted by 
Ron’s Roofing of East Jordan for the re-roofing, 
pursuant to district specifications, of the school 
bus maintenance/storage facility.

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Melrose supervisor 
announces bid for 
state house seat 


Melrose Township supervisor Michael Webster recently an- 
nounced his candidacy for the newly-created 105th House Seat, 
covering Charlevoix, Antrim, Cheboygan, and Otsego counties. 

Webster, 42, has lived and worked in Wailoon Lake for many 
years, and is presently the owner of Melrose Manufacturing Co. He 
also works as a teaching 
assistant to special needs 
children at Concord Academy 
Boyne, as well as performing 
his township duties. 

It’s been his experience in 
township government that has 
led Webster to feel that he has 
something to offer the people 
of the district. 

According to Webster, with 
the formation of the new 
district and the resulting loss 
of House Representative 
Andy Neumann, Charlevoix, 
Antrim, Cheboygan, and 
Otsego counties will be left 
with no one to respond to 
their concerns. 7 

“Tt is important that the % e 
people have a representative ; 
who respects them, is 
accessible to them, and shares 
their concerns,” Webster said. 

In his capacity as township supervisor, he has found that a lack of 
communication is the key issue in getting people to work together 
and to understand an issue. According to Webster, showing respect 
to all people, whether in agreement or not, “allows people to be 
heard and feels that what they say is important.” 

Major issues Webster is looking to tackle include the need for 
better paying jobs in northern Michigan, balancing the environment 
with the demand for growth, and school funding. As the father of 
two children attending public school (daughters Jessica, 9, and 


Michael Webster 


Shelby, 7, attend Boyne City Public Schools), Webster has come to 
the conclusion that the current level of funding is not adequate. 

“Children, parents, teachers, and administrators spend many hours 
raising funds for the classroom and for activities that should be 4 
available to them,” he said. “We need to follow through on prom- 
ises made that payments would be sent out so schools would not 
have to borrow. We need per pupil amounts to keep up with infla- 
tion and lastly, we need to make sure that if the state mandates a 
certain program or service that it then provides the money to fund 
it.” 

The issue of health care in northern Michigan is something 
Webster identifies as another area of concern. “Health care should 
be viewed as a basic human right in our society,” he said. 

“Our government should work to ensure that each individual has 
access to programs that maximize the potential of good health 
throughout their lifespan. 

“As a person who is self-employed, I know the cost of health 
insurance.” Webster said. “If my wife Shawn were not employed 
outside the home, we would struggle to find adequate coverage. 
The availability of health care along with the cost of health care, has 
reached a crisis level.” 

But before he can truly tackle any of these issues, there's a 
campaign to think about. ; 

“My campaign will be one-on-one,” he said. “I will be asking you 
what you want of me as your representative, and I will listen.”

Powers, was made in the hope that it 
will inspire other area seniors, and 
community members in general, to 
give what they can to help bring the 
project to fruition. The $10,000 was 
given by Marie Zoberski, also a 
CFBCSC, who prefers that the atten- 
tion not go to her but rather the cause 
she is supporting. She was inspired 
to make the sizable donation, she said, 
as'a way to demonstrate that seniors 
can contribute to the cause.
